WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 .— American 
cotton growers have produced a crop 
this year with a valuation of more 
than one and two-thirds billion dol­ 
lars for lint cotton linters and cot­ 
ton seed. A prelim inary estim ate of 
production arnounced today by the 
departm ent of agriculture placed the 
quantity of lint cotton at 628,918,- 
700 pounds equivalent to 13,153,000 
bales. 
Based on the farm price of cotton 
on December I which was 22.6. This 
year’s production 
valued a t $ 1,- 
421,356,262. In addition the value 
of cotton seed will be approxim ately 
$2 0 0 ,000,000 and the production of 
linters wil run to 800,000 or 900,-
